LONDON, July 19.—An Englishman was ar- 
rested this morning on the charge of having 
murdered the woman whose body was found 
Tuesday morning in Castle alley, White- 
chapel. After being taken into cnstody the 
prisoner confessed that he had killed the 
woman. Hesaid the weapon he used to ac- 
complish his purpose was an ordinary pocket- 
knife. He carried no other weapon. He de- 
clared that he lived nowhere and that he had 
just arrived from abroad. The prisoner is 
six feet tall, of fair complexion, and carries 
himself with a military air. His actions in- 
dicate that he is insane. 

JACK THE RIPPER CONFESSES. 

The identity of the man taken into custody 
by the police this morning on suspicion of 
being the Whitechapel murderer is carefully 
concealed for the present by the authorities. 
He has confessed that he murdered all 
the women whose bodies have been 
found in and about the White- 
chapel district. He gave the names 
of his victims, the dates upon which be killea 
them and all tne ghastiy and indecent detalls 


connected with the terrible crimes. The police 
believe that he lie a lunatic, but that possibly 
the story he tells is true and that he is the 
man for whom they have so long been search - 
ing. 


Current British Topics. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 19.—The end of the Parnell 

Commission is in sight. The evidence will 

close next Tuesday. Sir Henry James will 


then reply forthe Times and the Judges will 
then call some additional witnesses and the 
court will probably close by the end of next 
week. The report will be sent to the Govern- 
ment in November and the present Parlia- 
ment in next February. Meanwhile the Par- 
nellite members will move in the Commons 
for a committee of inquiry into the Piggott 
letters. They believe they are onthe track of 
remarkable disclosures as to where the 
money for concocting the ‘‘Parneliism and 
Crime’’ charges came from. But, of 
course, the Government will refuse the in- 
quiry. There is great public interest in Par- 
neli’s visit to Edinburgh to-day and to- mor- 
row. Several leading Liberals are going down 
tosupporthim. The freedom of the city will 
be presented in the Corn Exchange, situated 
in the grass market, full of historical associa- 
tions. St. Giles’ Church adjoins and Glad- 
stone’s famous Midlothian speeches were 
made on the same spot. 
GLADSTONIAN SUCCESS. 

The election of Carmarthen yesterday with 
a Gladstonian majority of nearly two thou- 
sand shows that Wales isstill staunch. To- 
day’s election at Marylebone will give a Tory 
majority, but should showa decrease, as in 
all the London elections. Now that the so- 
cCialistic programme is hitched on to home 
rule, no Liberal candidate dare face the Lon- 
don elections without supporting the taxation 
of borate rents, popular control of the police 
and municipal artisans’ dwellings.

itation the contract between the Council 
and the water company was nuilified, but the 
company agreed with a majority of the alder- 
men that water would be furnished for $65 per 
plug and the contracts should be made an- 
nualliy. Matters went on in this manner until 
the June meeting of the present year, when 
one of the Aldermen attem ntroduce 
an ordinance paying oni per plug for the 
water. The company ob to that price and 
will not make a eontract for such a sum, but 
are willing to let the city bave all the water it 
wants gratis until they finally decide whether 
or not the company will be paid its price. 
The city fathezs,on the cont , say they wil; 
go back to the old system of using cisterns for 
fire purposes and in fact have instructed the 
Ohief of the Fire Department to hold himseif 
in readiness and use water from such sources, 
when necessity so demands. The next meet.

IT 1 TO BE ENCOURAGED BY OPPOSITION 
TO TRE STANDARD. 


That Company’s Estimated Monopoly Not as 
Great as Supposed—A Surprise for It in 
the Shape ofa Competitor—Man 
ers Ready te Make the Change 
Coal to OiL

HE manufacturers 
of St. Louis have 
justnow a promise 
of competition which 
} will place within 
} their reach a regular 
supply of fuel oil at 
reasonable prices. 
It will be furnished 
by the International 
Oll Co. in opposition 
to the Standard, or 
bya new company, 
the organization of 
which is under con- 
templation, to be 
known as the St. 
Louis Fuel Ou Co. 
The International 
people will in any 
event undertake to 
supply olf to any 
manufacturer sell- 
ing it, andis now in 
the market selling lots of a few car loads to 
any one desiring it. It is now placing its prop- 
erties in such condition that it will be able to 


enter into contracts to supply oll 
regularly, 80 many cars a day or 
week, at a fixed price for periods 


ofa year or more. To do tbis it is erecting a 
large storage tank in Indiana, capable of 
holding 36,000 barrels, with the intention of 
holding that quantity of oil in advance of the 
supply. This news will be gratifying to the 
manufacturing public, as the Standard people 
have calculated upon having 
A GREATER MONOPOLY THAN EVER 

in the oil business, and particularly in that 
used forfuel, The Standard company hasa 
oapital of $175,000,000, and is backed by about 
five times that amount. Against this there is 
an aggregate of but about %,000,000. Stretch - 
ing out to the fuel oil felds when they were 


opened up, it secured possession of 
nearly everything to be had, and 
left but little for other investors 


tomake use of. It also calculated that it 
would find it much easier to control the fuel 
oil trade,it being entirely with manufacturers 
using large amounts, and the competition 
being more concentrated than in the illumin- 
ating oil trade. Its development of the fuel 
oll business bas thus been very slow, though 
now it is being worked up to a greater extent, 
and it is estimated they are now making an 
increase of 2,000 barrels a day. They have, 
however, left manufacturers to bear all the 
risk of a new venture by refusing to make a 
contract for the delivery of oll for any certain 
time or at any fixed price. A change to 
an oll-burning plant requiring an expenditure 
of $5,000 to $50,000, manufacturers have of 
course hesitated to go into tbe enterprise, 


there being several in this city who say that if 
they had been able to make such contracts 
they would have been burning oll some time 
ago. 
THE PIONEER IN Sr. LOUIS 

to substitute oil for coal was the St. Louis 
Shovel Co., located at Duncan and Vandven- 
ter avenues. President E. K. Halton of that 
company, speaking ofthe use of oll as fuel 
this morning, said it would be the salvation of 
the manufacturing business of St. uls, aud 
if it was made available for general use it 
would cause a heavy increase in manufaetur- 
ing. 

We commenced to change our plant last 
August.“ he said, but we have only given tie 
oll a fair straight test for six months. We 
have found it a great deal better than we an- 
ticipated. We pay nere 64 cents for a barrel of 
forty-two gallons, delivered at East St. Louis, 
and this brings the cost of fuel as compared 
with Big Muddy coal and anthracite coal and 
Connelisville coke, which we always had to 
use in tempering, down about 50 per cent. 
I might say it has been more than that, but 
we have yet to determine the question of re- 
pairs, etc. In any event, however, the saving 
will be 50 per cent. I have aleo made estimates 
in comparison with oheep Lilinols coal, and 
find that the fuel gas will certainly cost no 
more, and there will be a big saving in labor 
and an advantage also in getting more out of 
the men for the reason that there is no loss of 
time in replenishing fires. I really think that

when the latter is furnished by the pipe line 
companies. Ihaveitfrom manufacturers in 
Pittsburg that their gas costs morethan coal 
did, and they alsosufferfrom an irregular 
supply. 
As to the further use ot fuel oll in St. Louis, 
Ithink that with any encouragement it will 
be increased rapidly. The people here bave 
been slow to act. but I have hundreds of peo- 
ple representing manufacturing interests 
come out here to examine the plant. They are 
all delighted with the work and with the 
demonstrated cost of the fuel. Asa result 1 
think a number of them bave practically de- 
cided to change their plaus for the use of oll. 
The American Brake Co. andthe Hydraulic 
Pressed Brick Co. are both now in the field, 
and Iam certain a numberof others will fol- 
low ussoon. I wantto have a meeting of 
manufacturers to work the matter up and 
bring pressure to bear on the Standard Ol Co.

Death of the Veteran Book Puablisher and 
Millionaire. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 19.—Mr. John P. 
Morton, the veteran book-seller and publish- 
er, died at noon to-day at his residence in this 
city. He was born in Lexington, Ky., in 
1807 and was educated at Transyivania 
University. He began clerking in a book 
store at the age of 16 and in 1825 came to 
Louisville, where he engaged in the book 
business on hisown account. He became a 


large publisher of educational works, and for 
a great many years had been at the head of 
the largest establishment of the kind in the 
South. His death was caused 15 general de- 
bility, resulting from old age. He leit a for- 
tune of at least $1,000,000. lle was very chari- 
table and built the Morton Church Home bere 
atacost of $100,000 and donated it to the 
Episcopal Church.

CHICAGO'S BIG SOAKING. 


THE STREETS AND CELLARS OF THE LAKE: 
SIDE CITY FLOODED. 


Damage Caused by a Heavy 
Buildings Struck by Lightsaing—A Dee 
structive Cloud Burst in Ohio—Cincine 
nati’s Streets Raging Torrents—A Severe 
Hail-Storm—The Milk RBiver Valley 
Flooded. 


OnrcaGco, II., July 19.—About 10 Oelen 
last night one of the heaviest thunder-storms 
of recent years visited Ohicago. At} o’clocm 
Thursday morning the thermometer regis- 
tered 8 degrees. The weather did not grow 
any cooler during the night, and all day yes- 
terday the heat was frightful. Moisture sur- 
charged the atmosphere and made the'sun’s 
rays almost unbearable. Last night the rain 
poured down, the streets were flooded 


and the gutters were running 
over. The audience at the theaters 
were driven out of shelter atthe time 


when the fall of rain was fiercest. In ten 
minutes after ths theaters closed not a carriage 
or cab of any description could be had. 
street cars were crowded to their full capac- 
ity. The town’s transportation facilities were 
exhausted and hundreds of people congre- 
gated under awnings and every door- 
way. The electrical display that ac- 
companied the rain was remarkable. 
Nothing like it is within the memo of 
the oldest inhabitant. A number of buildings 
and residences were struce by lightning and 
the Fire Department was kept on the for 
nearly an hour, but the damage was slight. 
The rains flooded all the cellarsin the north- 
western portion of the city and many base 
ments of down-town business houses sus- 
tained great damage. Many cheap basement 
lodging houses were flooded and the lodgers 
driven out on the streets. 

As far as learned, the individual losses are 
small, but they will amount in the * 
toa large sum. The flooding was caused by 
the inability of the sewers to carry off the 
water as fastae it fell, with the result that is 
ran over the sidewalks andinto the cellars, 
The rapidity of the rainfall was unprece- 
dented in this locality. Ina period of twenty 
minutes it aggregated 1 inch and altogether 
reached 1.64 inches. In manv of the base- 
ment Chinese laundries Chinamen were found 
perched on their tables this morning. 

DAMAGED BY LIGHTNING. 

In the Town of Lake a residence was fired by 
a bolt of lightning and itand two others were 
consumed, entailing a loss of about $10,000, 
At the stockyards the packing-houses of Ar- 
mour 4 Co., and of McNeill & Libby were 
damaged by lightning tothe amount of $13,- 
000. In the former ease 850 will be thrown out 
ot employment for a time. Many shade trees 
in the residence quarters in Hyde Park were 
— by the wind or damaged by the light- 
ning. 


Cincinnati’s Streets Flooded. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 19.—About 5 o’clock 
this morning a heavy rainstorm came 6n the 
city from the north, accompanied by very 
severe thunder and lightning. The rain fell 


in such torrents that all the hillside streets 
were flowing with angry streams. The bank 
of the Uhio Canal at York street broke and the 
water poured from the canalin a great flood. 
The celiars and first floors of several dwell- 
ings at that point were flied with water, and a 
stream of several feet deep ran down York 
street and Centralavenuc. The occupants of 
first floors in some of the house were rescued 
with difficulty. Advices fromether parts of 
the State show that yesterday afternoon and 
last night heavy rains fellin many places. A 
cluudburst is reporter at Lancaster, which 
caused a big washout on the Columbus, Hock- 
ing Valley & Toledo Rallway. At Logan, O., 
heavy rain caused much damage to crops, 
Lightning struck a house in the little village 
of Georgesviile in Franklin County and set is 
on fire and burned half the town. At M 8- 
ville, O., great damage was done. Lightning 
struck the eiectric-light works, ruined a dy- 
namo and put out the lights of the town. 

It now appears that the rain was in the 
nature ofa cloud burst along the canal, as it 
wus overflowed in several places between Cin- 
cinnati and Lockland, and the surplus water 
in several instances washed away rallroad 
embankments, causing temporary obstruc- 
tion to travel. A house on Walnut His was 
struck by lightning, the fluid passing downa 
chinney and consuming a trunk fun of 
clothing packed for a summer journey by one 
of the ladies of the household. The loss ina

\ ANINTERESTING RULING BY JUDGE FISHER 
ON, MUTUAL ASSESSMENTS. 


‘fhe Cash Policy Holders of the Defunct 
sss Puion Mutual Fire Insurance Co. to Be 
Paid by Those Who Gave Rates—A 
Strange Law—The O’Rourke Child— 
Court Notes. 


AST Monday morning 
Judge Fisher, in an- 
ewer to an application 
from Chris Ellerbe, 
Superintendent of In- 
surance, delivered in- 
structions as to the 
disposition of funds 
belonging to the 
stockholders of the 
defunct Union Mutual 
Insurance Co. This 
company over a year 
ago could make no 
sutisfactory report to 
Superintendent Carr, 
and was proceeded 
against by him. It 
was dissolved by the 
Court, and its affairs 
turned over to the Insurance Department to 
wind up. The greater part of the assets, 
if not all, consisted of mutual 
policy-holders’ notes. An assessment 
was made on these by order of Court and all 
fire losses were paid off. These losses 
amounted to $27,636.84. The next question to 
arise was that of assessing the premium rates 
for other allowed claims againat the company. 
These unpaid ciaims consist of a note ofthe 
company’s for $15,000 owed to the bank and 
the unearned or returned premium dueon 
the cash or stock policies issued dy 
the company. These unearned premiums 
amounted. to $19,860.82. The assessment was 
ordered and money sufficient has been col- 
lected by Col. Ellerbe to pay 80 per cent on 
the note and also on the returned premium. 
Now the question presented to court on Col. 
Ellerbe’s application was, in a word, whether 
or not the holders of the cash policies 


should be paid returned premiums to the ex. 
clusion of the mutual policy-holders. To re- 
alize the amount he hasfnow on hand, all pre- 
mium notes that could be collected have been 
paid in full. Judge Fisher has by his order 
directed the money to be paid on the un- 
earned premiums, on the stock orcash policy- 
holders, to the exclusion of the mutual policy- 
holders. 

Judge Fisher’s ruling in full is as follows: 

„This is an application on the part of the 
Commissioner for direction as to the distribu- 
tion of funds now on hand, and the question 
is one as between the parties who hold 
policies for which they paid cash, and parties 
who hold policies for which they gave 
the premium notes hav- 

been assessed to their full value, 
and they having paid them in full. 
The question is whether they stand on a par 
or not. The Supreme Court holds that par- 
ties who paid cash fora policy in the mutual 
companies were members of the company as 
much as those who gave premium notes. They 
day that the money stands in place of the 
notes. But Itbink the Court of Appeals have 
passed upon the question involved in this 
case. The case was taken up from this 
court. The order was madeto prefer a note 
holder against the company and the case was 
taken up by parties who had paid cash for 
their policies, and nad claims for unearned 
premiums. The Court of Appeals has decided 
that a claim for unearned premium on the 
part of the cash policy holder stands on a par 
with the note hoider against the company; or 
in other words as a common creditor, That, 
of course, takesthe claim for unearned pre- 
mium out of the class of claims that the party 
holding a premium note would have, because 
to hold that the party holding a policy for 
which he has given a premium pote and to 
ut him on a par with the party 
holding a claim for an unearned premium ona 
policy for which he paid cash, would be to 
put the member of the company who holdsa 
premium note policy upon a par, upon the 
zame ground, with the common creditor of 
the company, and that of churse cannot be, 
because the theory is that the members of the 
Mutua! Insurance Co. are partners in the 
concern and they take nothing until 
the debts ofthe concern are all paid. There- 
fore the direction to the Commissioner will be 
to prefer the holders of these claims for un- 
earned premiumstothat of the claims of the 
members of the company holding policies for 
which they gave premium notes, although the 
premium notes have been paid in full.’* 

Speaking of the ruling, whien is now the 
talk of all holders of mutual Insurance poll- 
cies, Mr. Ellerbe said: ‘*The Court of Appeals 
has decided this matter, and the Circuit 
Court has followed the ruling of the 
Court of Appeals. This same question 
will arise in the case of the Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Ineurance Co. now being wound up in 
this office, and will in all probability go the 
Supreme Court for the reason that some law- 
vers think that the ruling of the Court of Ap- 

als ie not in accord with the opinion of 

udge Black in the case of the Attorney- 
General against the same company. In that 
ease Mr. Carr got the Attorney-General to 
Ale a writ of quo wurranto against the com- 
paaoy for the purpose of ascertaining the right 
of the company to assess what is known as 
Cash or stock policy-hoiders. Judge Blacx 
held that cash or stock policies could be 
issued by a mutual company, but 
placed all of the policy-holders 
on the same footing. Judge Black's 
ruling in that case is as follows: The theory 
of mutual insurance, as generaily under- 
stood, is, that the premiums paid or to be 
paid by the members for their insurance, con- 
sticute a fund for the liguidation of losses. It 
is not essential that the premiums should be 
paid by note. They may be paid in cash and 
when 80 paid the cash stands for the note; the 
sere being still a mutual policy and its 

older a member of the association.’’ 

Judge Fisher, I understand, entered up 
his order this morning directing me to pay. 
Just as soon as the dividends can be calcn.- 
lated on the 1,200 or 1,800 claims and the re- 
ceipts and checks made out the dividena will 
be paid. This will take about ten days. 

The peculiarity of this ruling is that when a 
mutual company has been dissolved the pol- 
icy holders who paid in cash and not in a note 
are ranked with the preferred creditors and 
the mutual policy holders as those who paid 
in notes, though members of the same com- 
— are assessed to pay the losses of those 

ho paidcash. Such is the law.

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COOLER THIS EVENING, 


Showers Predicted, to Be Followed by Lower 
Temperature To-Night. 


While Lieut. Watkins rested on the breezy 
roof of the Custom-house this morning count- 
ing the money he would have if every person 
in the world would give him a nickel, Sergt. 
Hammon decorated with blue and red chfik 
the signal service blackboard in the 
Merchants’ Exchange. Sergt. Hammon’s 


decoration was quite elaborate. It consisted 
in the drawing of red lines connecting points 
in the country which reported the same tem- 
peratures and biue lines connecting points 
witn the same barometer. Squashed circles 
showed three areas of low barometer, one 
south of the lake region end including Cincin- 
nati, one in the southern part of that 
territory known as the Northwest and 
one extending from Kansas City to Denver and 
including much of Kansas and Nebraska. 
There was rain in those low barometer areas 
and the indications were strong for a move- 
ment of the Kansas City area in the direction 
of St. Louis. This city has been threatening 
to get into the center of a very 
low area for some days, but 
has been saved from the plunge 
by the interposition of causes barely sufficient 
for temporary relie?. The Northwest has been 
trying hard to furnish acool breeze, but has 
not been able to make the connection as yet. 

— Hammon summarized the weather 
conditions to-day in the following statement: 

An area of low barometer now extends in 
a belt from the lake region to Texas, causing 
cloudy weather and showers throughout its 
extent. Heavy rains have occurred through- 
out Southern Obio, Indiana and Northern 
Illinois and light rains have prevailed in Kan- 
sagand Nebraska. Continued high tempera- 
tures are reported from the south and eastern 

ortions of the country, while cooler weather 
s approaching from the north and west. 

When that cooler weather would reach this 
point the observer could not say. It was on 
its way, and it might reach here by to-mor- 
row. He wanted more time to study the con- 
ditions. 

This afternoon he said the cool weather 
would arrive this evening. The thermometer 
would show a difference of from 5to 10 deg.

PATCH. Harry Newton, the barkeeper at the 
Cherokee Hotel, whoevinced quite a liking 
for his new acquaintance, was asked to try and 
recall any remarks which would serve to es- 
tablish the identity of the dead man 
more satisfactorily. It was suspected 
from a single cilroumstance that Brennan was 
not his name. At the Cherokee Hotel he was 
required to register after bis arrival on the 
80th ult. Aninspection of these showed that 
in two instances he bad started to write an 
oe Vad in the first syliable of 
the name Brennan. He always wrote 
the name with some hesitation although he 
wasafair penman. He was never questioned 
particularly concerning his identity. He an- 
swered tothe name of Brennan. After re- 
calling the circumstances of his various in- 
terviews with Brennan Newton stated that 
Brennan spoke familiarily of the 
vicinity of Menard and Marion streets, leaving 
the impression that he had been raised in that 
locality. This fact was published and attracted 
the attention of friends of the families of John 
and Wm. Behrens. The former is employed 
at Kimpel’s wagon manufactory and the latter 
resides at No. 2219 Howard street. 

This morning both brothers called at the 
Morgue and positively identified the dead man 
as their younger brother, John Henry 
Behrens, who was called and generally known 


among friends as Henry Behrens. 
WM. BEHRENS, 

who first recognized the dead man as his 
brother, said: ‘‘I identify the body positively 
as that of my brother, John Henry Behrens, 
aged 27 years, known generally as Henry 
Behrens. He was a car-hanger by occupation 
and had been employed at the power-house 
of the Franklin Avenue Cabie up to a few 
days before the last Sunday In June. He then 
got an offer of employment at Brownell’s 
manufactory on North Broadway and 
he decided to take this place, 
which was a little better than 
the place he held at the Citizens’ power- 
house. He was single and made his home 
with me. He had been employed at the Citi- 
zens’ tor about thirteen or fourteen montis. 

„„The last time I saw him alive was on the 
afternoon of Jane 30, about 5:300’clock. He 
came to the house and told me that he in- 
tended to take the place at Brownell & Wight’s 
car manufactory. He bad been down to 
see about it on the previous Friday. 
While at the house he went to a trunk 
in which he kept his money. I don’t 
know how much money he had in his 
trunk. Ordinarily he was of a saving dispo- 
sition, though never miserly. He went away, 
and I presumed that he was boarding tempo- 
rarlly some place near where bis work was. 
Yesterday it was suggested that the dead man 
found on Union avenue might be my brother 
and, on examining the body at the Morgue, 
am able to identify it positively. 

There was noreason why he should commit 
suicide. I never heard him say that he in- 
tended to commit suicide and he certainly bad 
no reason at this time. He had money and 
was on good terms with his brothers and rela- 
tives, who were able to give him 
any assistance he might require. He 
was of a jovial, pleasant disposition. Occa- 
sionally he might go out for a frolic. 
such occasions he was not quarrelsome, 
though I might say he was of a disposition to 
mind his own business and to see that others 
about him minded theirs. 

„IJ never knew him to carryarevolver. I 
never saw the weapon found beside his body. 
I do not know of any enemy he ever had who 
would wish to take his life. 

Jean offer no explanation for his going un- 
der the name of Frank Brennan or represent- 
ing that he had come from Kansas City. It 
was, possibly, because he did not wish to dis- 
grace his family. After he decided to take a 
rest and stopped at the hotel, he possibly 
thought that he might, while out on a frolic, 
get into some trouble, and to save any dis- 

race to his family he went under the name of 

rank Brennan. 

„Was your brother right hand or left. 
handed?“ 

He was what you might call a handy man, 
that is, he could use both very well, But he 
was right handed and had always been 80, 
even froma boy. I don’t believe he com- 
mitted suicide—he had no reason. I have seen 
him suffer from some temporary depression 
just as any man might over some matter that 
he worried about. That he did not dissipate 
to any extent is shown by the fact that he 
worked seven days a week, and was employed 
in one place for thirteen or fourteen 
months.’’ 

JOHN BEHRENS 

the second brother, corroborated William’s 
identification, He said there was no doubt. 
His attention was first directed to the descrip- 
tion of the watch found on the body of the 
dead man. He himself had its counterpart. 
He had bought the silver watch 
from a jeweler near where he 
lived and had recommended it as a 
good timepleceto his brother, who purchased 
one just like it. He had not seen the deceased 
as frequently as the first witness. He lived in 
the southern part ofthe city, and usually, on 
the occasions of his visits to William’s house, 
the deceased was out at work. He could not 
9 locate the last time he saw him. 
On viewing the body at the Morgue he said he 
was confident that the dead man was bis 
brother. Concerning the Coroner’s theory of 
suicide he said that without reference tothe 
circumstances surrounding the finding of the 
body he was not disposed to believe that the 
deceased had taken his own like. 
He had never seen the pistol 
from which the fatal shot had been fired, and 
never kuew of his brother having carried a 
weapon. He was not of a disposition which 
would indulge in such despondency as to lead 
to his suicide. Like his brother, he could 
conceive of no reason for such an 
net. He was improving his position; 
he had plenty ot money; he was in good health 
and as far as his relatives knew he had no 
affairs of the heart calculated to make him 
despondent. 

After taking the testimony of the dead man’s 
brothers, who arranged to take charge of the 
body and give it burial in the family lot at the 
cemetery, Deputy Coroner Brown decided to 
hold the inquést open to await the decicion of 
the Coroner, 

In the face of the facts it might be said the 
Coroner and police adhere to the theory of 
suicide, Every fact certainly points far more 
conclusively toamurder. Every presump- 
tion is violent and improbable. The indisput- 
able facts of the case ure briefly these: 

1. The body was found face upward with 
the fatal wonnd in the head on the level with 
the top and an inch and a half behind the left 
ear, showing no marks of powder or singeing. 

2. The weapon was found over a yard dis- 
tant from either hand. 

The clothes had been slashed with a 
Knife, one cut being on the left breast of the 
vest and the other across the small of the 
back of the coat. The watch. chaln was 
broken. 

4. The front pants pockets were turned 
inside out, and the only money found was

To 
inflict the would it would have bee nnecessary 
to double the left forearm back;adding the 
length of the barrel it would have brought

ead. 

Wharton & Stille, in one of their volumes on 
‘*Medical Jurisprudence,’’ say: ‘‘Gunshot 
wounds (meanipg wounds where the missile 
is projected from a ge (te charged with pow- 
der) present striking differences in their ap- 
pearance according to the distance at which 
the piece was fired and the number and char- 
acter of projectiles. If exploded in immedl- 
ate contact with the bod the 
wound is large und circular, the skin 
denuded, blackened and burned, and the 
point atwhich the ball entered is livid and 
depressed. The blackened and burned ap- 
pearance of the skin is due to the imperfect 
combustion of the grains of powder. The 
hair, clothes or other organic substances in 
the line of shot exhibit traces of burning. 
When, however, the weapon is fired ata 
greater distance, the appearance due 
to the imperfectly burned powder and the 
flame are no longer seen, the ballitself being 
then the only cause of the wound.“ 

Experiments madeinthe trialofthe cele- 
brated case f Peytel showed that ata dis, 
tance of one foot the eye-lashes, brows and 
lids were completely burned and the face im- 
bedded with powder grains. 

Dr. Swift’s experiments, described in books 
of medical jurisprudence, showed that at 
twelve inches a pistol only loaded with powder 
—. wadding tore the clothes and abraded the 
skin. 

Coroner Nidelet, who said he bad made a 
study of the subject, swore in a trial in the 
Criminal Court that a pistol fired at a distance 
of eighteen inches would mark the rim of the 
wound or covering distinctly. Another physl- 
ological fact completely overlooked by both 
physicians and police is that in such a case, 
when death Is Instantaneous, the pistol would 
still be in the hand, orvery near it, and not 
over a yard distant. 

Aside from the other facts stated, the ab- 
sence of the knife, the absence of any cause 
for suicide and the testimony of Mrs. Troemel, 
the factthat the hair is not singed and the 
weapon was removed from the hand, estab. 
lish the fact that the fatal wound was inflicted 
by a murderer with a revolver owned by the 
deceased or his assailant.

A BIG CORNER IN SUGAR. 


The Trust Holding a Large Quantity to 
Squeeze the Market. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—A belief that the vast 
quantities of refined sugar that have been 
piled up in the big storage warehouses along 
the Brooklyn water front during the wast 
two years had been corrailed in view ofa 
squeeze by the managers of the sugar trust, 
has found many supporters in financial 
circles. Though for some time past this 


— up of the commodity was generally 
nown it was supposed to be owing to a 
scarcity of room in the refining buildings. The 
Havemeyer & Elder, Havemever 

Mathieson and Wiechers companies, the ap- 
parent controlling spirits of the trust, were 
the most entensive storers. On the Stock 
Exchange the opinion prevails to-day that 
the trust has been engineering a corner in 
Sugar and that ere long the price of 
the refined article will be sent up like 
a rocket. The wholesale grocery houses and 
other consumers of the article in this city 
have evidently anticipated this alleged move- 
mentonthe part of the trust. For months 
back every available inch of store room 
in the big grocery houses on the West Side 
has been utilized for storing sugar, and 
many of the public warehouses, heretofore 
at this season of the year filled with 
winter supply of canned goods, have been en- 
gaged by the wholesalers for sugar storage. 
On the other hand Wall street sugar 
brokers, those who will .talk on the 
subject, hold that the trust has stored the 
sugar because there is no market for it. The 
prices have struck bottom and the refiners 
can realize no profit on their manufacture. 

It has been suggested that possibly the 
sugar has been accumulated to undermine 
Claus Spreckels when hegot his Philadeiphia 
beet product refinery in operation, and that it 
was the intention to swampthe market with 
the genuine article at a low price as soon 
as Spreckels turned out nis first cargo. 
In answer to this theory, a member of 
one of the most prominent sugar concerns in 
Wall street, but with no affiliations with the 
trust, said to-day: 

Whatever tnefobject of storing this sugar 
is, it is ulmost certain that Spreckels has a 
hand in it. His alleged enmity to the 
sugar trust is all moonshine. No one on 
the inside supposes for an instant that he is 
going to fight a corporation of $60,000,000. He 
is with the trust hand and glove. He is too 
smart a business man to fight against it. 


BRIIISH SERVING PEOPLE, 


the Nobility and Their 
Peculiarities, 


The best domestic servants in the world are 
undoubtedly to be found in England, writes a 
New York Sun correspondent. Nowhere else 
can such thorough, trustworthy and willing 
service be had. The servants of the aris- 
tocracy in the middle ages were a class apart, 
and they have remained so ever since. To-day 
a servant in Great Britain considers himself 


of a lower order of mankind than his master 
and brings up his childen in the same belief, 
Humility isthe creed. The master—perhaps 
a drunken, sottish and poverty-stricken 
gambier, graced by neither birth nor position 
—curses bis servant like mad and om his 
bootjack at him. The servant, who is as likely 
as notan intelligent, honést, frugal and tem- 
perate man, dodges the bootjack, bows re- 
spectfully and murmurs the perennial ‘‘Thank 
ou, sir. 
' This quality of humility is met with every- 
where. Nothing is more amazing to the 
American than the hauteur and arrogance of a 
typical London man—or gentleman, since 
the distinction is very sharp lu the Pnglish 
metropolis—when dealing with people who 
serve him. He says Please do this“ and 
‘*I’lithank you for that, because it’s the 
jargon of the town: but his politeness is put 
forth with such an indescribably arrogant air 
that it is scarcely less offensive than asiap in 
the face. It is accepted everywhere with the 
invariable Thank you, sir.“ 
The oid story is still good of the Yankee who 
stood on the stern of the steamer as she swung 
out of Liverpool, and holding a shilling aloft, 
yielded. It there's a man, woman on child 
on this blessed isiand I’ve not tipped come 
forward now, for this is your last and only 
chance.“ Iremember very well an experience 
I had on my first day in London. I started out 
witha typical London man tolunch at his 
club and we stopped at a druggist’s—or chem- 
ist s, as they say in Englend, with the ch pro- 
nounced softiy—to make some purchases, My 
companion bought afew shillings’ worth of 
one thing and onother and when his change 
was brought to him he pushed two coppers 
toward the druggist and said carelessly: 
‘*Heah, you take these. 
The druggist picked them up with a grate- 
ful smile, and muttered, ‘‘Thank you very 
much, sir.’’ It wasa fine, large shop on the 
corner below Bond street on Piccadilly, and 
the druggist was a handsome, full-bearded. 
and perfectly dressed inan of about 60 vears. 
Fancy making the proprietor of a showy New 
York drug store a present of a few cents. 
The domestic servants of England are 
creatures of remarkable foibles and conceits. 
Thackeray immortalized the flunkey’s 
— ch and manner, but it is doubtfal whether 
the ridicule he poured upon them has had any 
ettect toward correcting their extravagance, 
as it would upon that of any other class. 
These servants still speak atrocious English, 
but with an unmistakably aristocratic accent, 
and although their pay is seldom high, they 
look down. with —4 contempt peg Pager 
on or, indeed, upon any one n 
melding’ the social rank which entities 
him to treat them with insolence. In 
England the law =o assigns to every 
one from the ranks of ‘‘gentleman’’ or ‘‘6s- 
quire’’ upward a distinct rank or precedence 
on the social lndder. The servants, of course, 
are not included in this, but among themselves 
they give every man or woman his or her 
place in the strictest manner according to the 
rank of the master. A duke’s servant takes 
precedence over that ot a marquis, and the 
seryant of either of these nobilities looks 
down upon a man who is the servant ot mere- 
ly a gentleman. A thing which belps them 
greatly in maintaining these distinctions is 
that under no circumstances do they ever do 
work outside that appertaining to their 
particular ofhces. A hostier, for in- 
stance, would be much less likely to put a 
band to work which should be done by a foot- 
man than a Duke himself. The upper men 
servants have usually acquired, as a result 
frequently of hereditary transmissions, an air 
of aristocratic vacuity or superciliousness. 
They are not allowed to grow mustaches, but 
that only serves to make more prominent the 
aquiline nose and haif-scornful lip. It also 
inakes one think that they must be relatives 
or friends of the great wen of jthe earlier Vie. 
torian period, such as Sir Robert Peel, Lord 
Palmerston or the Duke of Wellington, and 
that they are survivais of that period. They 
are almost incomprekansibile to the majority 
of Americans in their intense arrogance.

MUSTERING UP COURAGE. 


AGRAND AND UNITED EFFORT MADE BY

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—As was 
stated in these dispatches a united effort was 
begun to-day by the Missourians here to learn 
the status oftheir ‘‘askings’’ from the Ad- 
ministration. The friends of Maj. Brock, 
principal of whom is Gen. Clarkson, Assistant 
Postmaster-General, have been to the front 
urging his appointment as Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics, to go into effect without delay. 
Then Congressman Nathan Frank came into 
the town this morning, having as company 
his immediate predecessor, Hon. John M. 
Glover, who, as Mr. Frank said, kindly ad- 
vanced information regarding Congressional 
routine business that his experience had left 
the former heir to. In fact, Mr. Glover made 
the trip as pleasant as possible for his suc- 
cessor at the Capital. Upon reaching here 
Mr. Frank proceeded to pay his respects to 
the Secretary of the Interior and on leaving 
there met Maj. Brock of whom he made in- 
quiries concerning the delay in the appoint- 
ments to the Consular Service. The Major in- 
formed him that he did not know why there 
were delays unless it was not prepared to 
make the appointments, Mr. Frank then 
called upon the supervising architect whom 
be found avery pleasant official, and who ex- 
pressed a willingness to send a special agent 
to St. Louis to inquire into the defects in the 
Custom-house. The second story is erected 
upon Corinthian columns, which fact secms a 
source of annoyance to Mr. Frank, as well as 
the present architect.

The President 
wanted to know what was the matter when 
she had received the Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eralship, the Assistant Commissionership of 
Pensions, etc., to each of which interroga- 
tions the Congressman made good responses. 
The President, however, was talking in a joc- 
ular way and changed his tone and remarked 
that he was aware thatthere was something 
due the State, but owing to the absence 
of the Secretary of State matters had been 
somewhat delayed. When urged as to George 
Bain for a foreign consulship, and a place in 
Japan was named, where the pay reaches 
pretty well, tne President made a mem- 
orandum of Mr. Bain’s case and promised to 
look into it. Mr. Frank learned that the 
President would leave here for a 
three weeks’ absence. Mr. Bain's chances 
are good, and there is little doubt but that the 
near future will place him comfortably in the 
manner in which he asks. There has not 
been a more general feeling for any one appll- 
cant at the capital since March than has de- 
veloped for Mr. Bain. Mr. Frank did not see 
the Secretary of the Treasury, as he was 
engaged with the President passing on 
recommendations. There are good grounds 
to believe that there will be a batch of trens- 
ury appointments at once, but none for Mis- 
souri, excepting that of Thos. Furlong to be 
Chief of the Secret Service. The St. Louis and 
Kansas City and St. Joseph places will now 
likely go over until next September. Con- 
gressman Frank bas had an agreeable and sat- 
isftactory stay and will leave for Old Point 
Comfort or Cape May this evening.

A STORY OF THE CONFEDERACY. 


Why Minister Adams Could Not Seize Any 
Southern Cotton. 


From the Washington Sunday Herald, 

In December, 1864, avery swift and light 
blockade-runner was captured off Wilming- 
ton, N.C. It had been bullt for the purpose 
of running drugs and medicines into the Con- 
federacy, and had made a greut many success- 
ful trips, when, by a concatination of circum- 
stances and accidents one foggy morn- 
ing im December she found herself a 


long way outside of her intended course, 
and within 300 yards of two United 
States cruisers, who immediately captured 
her without a struggle or any injury to the 
beautiful prize. One of the officers who was 
present at her capture told me that he had 
never seen in any ship such a combination of 
grace and swiftness. She was condemned and 
sold in New York on or about the 10th day of 
February, 1865. 

Four men became her owners, three of 
whom are dead and one is living. They hau 
her machinery very carefully overhauled, 
everything put in thoroughly good con- 
dition, and selected a captain who was known 
to them all as not only a thorough seaman, 
but a man whocould and would keepa still 
tongue. He was directed to coal up, proceed 
to Halifax and there await orders. When he 
received a dispatch he said it meant that he 
was to start for Liverpool aud gous fast as 
steam and wind could take him, and it was 
estimated that he would make the run in 
about three and a quarter days. He was given 
sealed orders and toldthat he would be in-

A week after the arrival of this swift ship 
the mall steamers (there was no Atlantic cable 
tilllong after the war), brought the news of 
the surrender of Lee’s and Johnson's armies, 
the final collapse of the Confederate States 
Government, and the flight of Mr. 
Davis and his Cabinet. Confederate bonds 
fell from about 35 to 40 cents to nothing. The 
American Minister in London, Mr. Charles 
Francis Adams, — ee directed the 
United States Consuls at Liverpool, Man- 
chester and in London, to seize all the Con- 
federate cotton in those cities and hold it till 
further orders. But when these officers at- 
tempted to execute these orders not a bale 
could be found. 

Three million six hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of cotton had disappeared, and from 
that hour to this the United States Govern- 
ment has never been able to finda dollars’ 
worth of it, Four persons who owned a very 
swift ship that sailed from Halifaxon the 
evening of April 9, 1865, could teil where it 
went to, if they were disposed todo so and 
were allalive. But all tour who planned this 
mighty coup are dead but one, who is an old 
man now in a Northern city and very 
rich. Among the four were two 
men who were noted in those days for their 
wealth and devotion to the Union and two 
Southern men. One of them held a very high 
confidential position at the Confederate cap!- 
tai and the other was a very prominent con- 
fidential European agent of the Confederate 
Government. They made on the short sale of 
bonds not less than $12,000,000, and on the 
cotton about $3,600,000 more. In other works, 
the four ‘‘landed’’ about $4,000,000 apiece, less 
the expense, which was not over $20,000 each 
for the four. Such is one of the curious inside 
incidents of the great war.

ARROGANT FRENCH POLITICIANS. 
The passage of the bill prohibiting mul- 
tiple candidacy through the French Cham- 
ber ot Deputies is one of many indica- 
tions of the difficulty Gen. BOULANGER 
will find in executing his avowed purpose 
of Americanizing French institutions. It 
shows the difference between French and 
American political notions. 

The adoption of the law may be per- 
fectly right on general principles. To an 
American the right of multiple candidacy 
is absurd and tends to the concentration 
of dangerous power and prominence in 
one man. It is a political privilege which 
may create the dictator of a nation. 

But every one knows that the privilege 
was not repealed in a spirit of disinter- 
ested concern for the public welfare. The 
repeal was aimed at Gen. BOULANGER, and 
in striking at him it curtailed a privilege 
enjoyed by the electors. The point of the 
action lies in the fact that the majority of 
the Chamber of Deputies would cut off a 
political advantage of the voters for the 
sole purpose of prolonging its own lease 
of power and of crushing a popular 
leader and cause. It is a confession on 
the part of the party in power of the idea 
that it is the Government, that popular 
opposition to it is treason to the nation, 
and that its safety and control are of 
greater moment than the will of the 
people. 

This is contrary to the fundamental 
principle of popular sovereignty which 
regards the party in power asthe servant 
of the people and subject to dismissal 
without in the slightest degree affecting 
the stability of the Government. A policy 
on the part of a national party to retain 
power by legislation, checking popular 
rights and privileges or oppressing oppo- 
sition leaders would rot be tolerated in the 
United States, and would certainly lead 
to revolution if persisted in. The gerry- 
mander and other means of strengthening 
State parties are submitted to under pro- 
test when the offense is of the modest 
type, but a similar policy in a national 
party would be destructive of itself. 

The French have had too much taste of 
genuine freedom to submit long to such 
impesition. If revolution comes to France, 
as the men in control affect to believe, 
it will come, there is reason to believe, not 
so much because of BOULANGER’S ability, 
ambition or personal popularity, but be- 
cause of their attempt to make it appear 
that their own defeat would be revolu- 
tion, their distrust of the people and their 
efforts to defeat the popular will by a 
policy of repression and oppression. 

The French political leaders have yet to 
learn thatin a Republic the people are 
sovereign, and no man nor set of men 
has aright todistrust them. It is to be 
hoped the lesson will be taught them by 
educational and not revolutionary pro- 


cesses.

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SERGT. TOM BOYD TALKS IN PLAIN TERMS. 


ABOUT THE MATTER, 


He Was Elected as a Reform Candidate Be- 
cause He Did Not Want the Association 
Funds Squandered in Diamond Pins and 
Gold Watches—Sergt. Pierce’s Conduct 
Condemned in Police Circles. 


Ta HE fight in the Police Relief 
> I Association waxes warm. 
: Notwithstanding’ the 
chargés of corruption and 
fraud are of a general nat- 
ure, the whole affair, upon 
investigation, narrows 
down to personal propor- 
tions. It is not claimed 
C7 that all the members of the 
St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment are thieves and rob- 
bers, but it is claimed 
that certain officers in 
that department are ‘‘crooked,’” and the 
charges, coming as they do from a de- 
feated candidate for office are almost un- 
worthy of attention, to say nothing of investi- 
gation. The trouble, it seems, has only 
started since the last annual election 
of officers to represent the different 
ranks in, an Executive Committee. That 
election was heid last Monday. The com- 
mittee consists of a representative from the 
Chiet’s office, one from among the captains, 
two from the sergeants, and two each from 
the six police districts in the city. That com- 
mittee, as its name indicates, has control of 
the affairs of the association and transacts all 
business in its name. At the election Monday 
the old committee with one single exception, 
was ousted from office, and an entirely new 
set of men elected by their comrades. The 
result of that election was satisfactory to all 
concerned, it seemed, but later developments 
have proven the error of the assumption. 
There is one man who is not satisfied. That one 
man is Sergt. George Pierce. A mewber of the 
old committee, he was defeated for re- 
election, Sergt. Tom Boyd beating him by ten 
votes when the fight narrowed down tothe 
two men. This vote, in a total of but filty- 
two sergeants, was highly complimentary to 
Boyd. Pierce, inthis one solitary particular 
a second Horace Greeley, could not stand de- 
feat. He commenced the cry of fraud 
and charged that his opponent was elected as 
a representation of a ‘‘ring’’ formed for the 
purpose of defrauding the association. He, 
as the President of the board, at once ordered 
a secret meeting of the committee and that 
meeting was held with closed doors in a room 
on the third floor of the Four Courts build- 
ing this morning. 
TO UNDERSTAND THE CHARGES 
made it is necessary that the workingsof the 
association be explained. Incorporated un- 
der the act of the State Legisiature the body is 
empowered to raise « fund for the benefit and 
relief of members of the as- 
sociation who may die or be- 
come disabled while in good standing. 
The fund is raised in various ways; from dues 
and subscriptions, fees and fines, rewards, 
donations and sales, a minute description of 
the details of which would be tedious, and it 
is from these fees, fines, etc., thatthe pecu- 
lations are alleged to have been made. The 
sum stated to have been taken is not 
large, but the principle is the same. 
It was to cover these steais and place them 
selves in a position to further fill their coffers 
that the ‘‘ring’’ was formed and the old com- 
mittee thrown out of office—so it is alleged. 

It is known that Sergt. Pierce made 
these charges, and yet when approached 
by 4 PosT-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning with the request that he makea plain 
statement of the situation, he replied: ‘‘I 
have nothing to say. Idon’t know anything 
about it. If such charges have been made tie 
committee will investigate them, I suppose. 

But were you beaten by a ‘ring?’’’ was 
asked. 

J have nothing to say to you.“ 

„How many men are charged with com- 
plicity in the steal?’’ 

I have nothing to gay. 

And this was all the reporter could get out 
of him, pump as he might. 

SERGT. BOYD 
was not soreticent. When told the stand 
Pierce had made be said: 

Well, I have something to say 
and Iam going to say it. Although no names 
are mentioned in the sensational charges 
made by Sergt. Pierce, everybody knows who 
is meant, from the fact that lopposed him in 
the election and beat him, atthat. Deny it as 
he may, he has made those charges, 
and 1 can prove my words. As 
he puts it, 1 was elected as a 
representative of a ring, and put into of- 
fice along with other gentlemen of the force 
to further the plans of that ‘‘ring’’ ln asys- 
tematic robbery of the association. That 
charge is false. I defy Sergt. Pierce or 
any other man to prove that I was 
elected by a ‘‘ring.’’ I defy him to 
prove that I ever took from the association 
a penny orthat I owe the association a cent 
at this date. To put it in a nutshell, he is 
„gore“ over his defeat. He claims that 
money has been loaned to officers of the de- 
partment; that fees and fines have been 
collected and devoted to the individual pur- 
poses of the Collector; that there is a ring 
to further these schemes, and that I was 
elected to office as a represéntative of that 
‘‘ring.’’ Now, even if those charges should 
be true, why did not Pierce, as a member of 
the Executive Committee and its president at 
that, puta stop to such proceedings? That 
was what he was elected to do. This whole 
trouble comes from a breach of the rules 
of the constitution. As a reward for work 
‘*alleged’’ to have been done, acertain gen- 
tleman was made the recipient ofa valuable 
present shortly after the last annual police 
relief entertainment in Music Hall. That pres- 
ent was made by the executive board. Now 
the constitution of the organization expressly 
provides that no moneys shall be taken 
from the treasury of the association 
for the purposes of loans, presents or dona- 
tions. s not that explicit enough? That 
game gentleman bad the year previous been 
givenadiamond pin. Some of us objected to 
such proceedings at that time, but not until 
this year was any determined action taken. 
When I entered the Assembly hall on last 
Monday not a dozen of my friends knew that 
I was a candidate. I rose and stated my plat- 
form. It was one of reform and was based 
upon the incidents first related. I was 
elected. I beat Pierce just ten votes. He 
now insists that proxy votes elected me and 
brings forward the constitution to show that 
such votes are not roper in an 
election. Let him throw out the proxy votes. 
I can show that the motion for the admission 
of such ballots was made by one of his own 
adherents and passed almost unanimously. 
He received three proxy ballots. I received 
four. Throw them out and then he can’t beat 
me. I declare myself to play open in this 
game and court an investigation at the bands 
of the Board of Police Commissioners.’’ 

In police circles 

SERGT. PIERCE’S ACTION 
is most heartily condemned. Not only has he 
placed himself and his friends in a most un- 
enviable position, but he has brought the 
Police Relief Association and the whole de- 
partment under a cloud. Mark our predic- 
tion. If an official investigation of the above 
charges is ever made it will result in a com- 
lete exoneration of the officers implicated. 
urther than that, the situation will be re- 
versed and Sergt. Pierce may be called to 
account forthe manner in which he used the

CAPT. FRANGEL EXPLAINS.

Murray retained $21] belonging 
to the Police Relief Association, and only 
paidthe moneyinto the treasury upon the 
threat from wre that he would bring 
the matter before the Board of Police 
Commissioners. Murray does not say much 
but he will do something anu do itquick. At 
the next meeting of the Commissioners a 
formai complaint will be presented charging 
Pierte with conduct unbecoming an officer in 
libeling a brother officer. That wil! bring the 
matter to a crisis. The board will be 
forced to consider the charge, such 
consideration will lead to an in- 
vestigation of the whole trouble and the 
truth or fuaisity of the charges made against 
Sergt Murray, Boyd and others will soon be 
settled. Sorgt. Murray said: 

1 had no part in the trouble and 
only knew of the re marke yester- 
day. During the election I was piedged 
to no one, and as a matter of 
fact voted firstfor Pierce and afterward for 
Boyd.

His Bangs, His Red Necktie and Other Im- 
portant Factors in His Popularity. 


Philadelphia Record’s Washington Letter. 

Who started that absurd story about Will- 
iam Walter Phelps concealing a scar under 
his bang—a scar won in the war? Whoever it 
was must nave been strangely ignorant both 
of Phelps and of his career. It seems almost 


as needless to say that he has no scar on nis 
forehead or anywhere else on his face as to 
say that he was a student at Columbia Law 
School during the war. 

He wears a bung just as he wearsa red neck- 
tie, because he likes to, and not to hide any- 
thing or to disturb anybody. His hair looks 
better that wuy for one thing, and then he 
began that way, and cannot now take therisk 
of change. Once prominently before the pub- 
lic eye you might almost as well change your 
politics as your face. The bang and the red 
neckties keep Phelps looking young in spite 
of the eye-giasses he sometimes has to wear.

But then, again, he keeps 
his social lite under glass. He is careful of 
the feelings of society and strict in his obedi- 
énce to party rule. He isan aristocratic demo- 
erat rather than a democratic aristocrat. He 
has a te friends for whom he 
cannot do enough to satisfy him and who 
would do anything for him. Blaine is she a 
Representative Hitt is another. Hitt’s h 
is the rendezvous for Phelps, Tom 
Lodge, Roosevelt and the other bright men in 

litics. Mrs. Hitt is as clever a talker as her 

usband and that is saying a great deal, and 
she entertains charmingly. All these names 
belong to the smartest and gayest set in so- 
ciety—the set which gives and takes Sunday 
afternoon teas and dinners,and gathers at the 
Country Club these warm Sunday evenings.

“DEAD BUT NOT BURIED, 


THE HORRIBLE ‘LIFE OF convicts IN THE 
SIBERIAN MINES. 


The Story of an Eye-Witness—Scenes of 
Suffering Described—Dying of Cold ana 
Starvation on the March and in the 
Mines—Terrible Acts of Cruelty. 


From the Boston Advertiser. 

Mr. Alexander Baranoff, who was a Russian 
army officer, and who was senteneed to 
Siberia for alleged complicity in revolution- 
ary schemes spoke to a reporter yesterday as 
follows: 

Wers it not for the charity of the people of 
Russia and Siberia no convict would ever live 
to see the end of his journey. The charities 
of the city of Moscow, from which so many 
prisoners start for Siberia, are great. It is 
the custom of the convicts to choose one of 
their own number as a foreman when about to 
start on their long journey. When our com- 
pany of 800 men and women, escorted by the 
soldiers with fixed bayoncts, left Moscow our 
foreman went up and down the lines of people 
gathered to witness our departure. He col- 
lected alms from the crowd, the money being 
put into bags and carried along to the first 
station, where it was divided. The amount 
collected was so great that every man had $27. 

The Government does not interfere with 
this alms-giving on the part of the people. In 
every little town through which you pass each 
villager takes off his hat, and crosses himself, 
and throws in a penny forthe benefitof the 
„poor unfortunates, as the convicts are 
termed by the people. 

All that the American people have heard 
and read about the sufferings endured by the 
prisoners exiled to Siberia is true. The halt 
has never been told. The soldiers in Siberia 
have a name for the convicts which well ex- 
presses their condition. It may be translated 
freely as ‘you are dead but not buried.’ This 
isthe truth. Itisaliving death. 

‘*Typhoid fever is the worst scourge of the 
exiles. More convicts die of that than of any 
other cause. It could not be otherwise. The 
indescribable filth and frightful atmosphere 
of the crowaed sleeping places atthe stations 
along the route are steady and sure breeders 


of the disease, which makes dreadful 
ravages among the prisoners. The fever 
broke out among us when we were at To- 
bolsk, and the prisoners died at the rate of 
thirty or 8 a day. Iwas sick with the 
fever myself. The prisoner received medical 
attendance, such as it was. Tobolek was a 
great stopping place for transients, and at 
that time there were 8,000 convicts confined in 
various barracks opening upon a large in- 
closure, which was strongly fortified. 

Another — from which the convicts 
suffer in Siberia is the cold. The cold ofa 
Siberian winter is intense, and the convicts on 
the line of march, unable to walk fast and 
keep their blood in cireulation because of their 
chains, suffer much. I remember one day, 
near the City of Tara, in the province of To- 
bolsk, when it was so frosty that some of the 
baggage horses even lay down and died. Wo 
lost three women and five men that day, who, 
chilled through and through by the dreadful 
cold, succumbed and died in the road, their 
bodies bein g picked up and brought along to 
the next station. 

Some of tne prisoners died in this way 
every week, especially in the Bratski steppe, 
— yet it was only the ordinary Siberian win- 
er 

‘*Convict life in the mines of Siberia is well 
illustrated by our daily routine at the gold 


mines of Nerchinsk. We got up at 4o0’clock 


in the morning and had a breakfast of biack 
bread and a bowl of gruel. We worked in the 
mines till noon and then bad dinner, const 
ing of more gruel and black bread, and also 
a piece of meat. The meat was often horse 
meat, and young horse, let me tell you, isn’t 
halt bad, especially if you are a prisoner in 
Siberia. 

We worked in the mines again until dark. 
22 consisted of cabbage and some other 
kind of soup, meatevery twoor three days, 
potatoes or other vegetables, which were fre- 
quently rotten, and biack bread. In the 
mines we worked in true miner fashion with 
pick and shovel and lamp on hat. Westill 
wore ourchains. They nevercame off. The 
convicts had to live in them and die In them. 

‘*Such alife, of course, sooner or later, 
caused the death of many convicts. The po- 
litical prisoners, many of whom were of high 
rank and totally unused to manual labor ana 
to such a diet and manner of living, suffered 
most, and succumbed generally the fastest. 
The ordin offenders, thieves, common 
malefactors, etc., who came from the lower 
classes, stood prison life much better, for it 
more nearly resembled in its diet and dally 
toil their tormer life. I have known ordinary 
offenders, men from the lower classes, who 
were stout and strong, who had lived and 
worked in the mines twenty years. 

»The women prisoners at the mines were 
employed in scrubbing, — and clothes- 
making. The delicately nurtured ladies among 
them who were political offenders did not gen- 
erally live long. 

‘*Some of the severities practiced upon con- 
victs in Siberia are justified, it must be said. 
Many of the convicts are the worst sort of hu- 
manity, ee murderers, thieves, high 
waymen, and all kinds of offenders. We had 
one murderer in our community who had 
killed twenty-seven men. 

»The political prisoners were forced to min- 
gie with this class of convicts, some of them 
the dregs of humanity. In our company of 
800 which left Moscow, there were forty-cight 
political . > four of whom were 
women. Sixteen of us were the officers of the 
Shieselburg ment, who bad been court- 
martialed for alleged complicity with Polish 
conspirators. Three of us offfeers stuck to- 
gether and worked together, and finally es- 
caped together. Ido not know what ever be- 
came of the others. I suppose they are all 
dead by now. 

There is only one chance in 100 of ever 
getting back to Russia when one is once sent 
to Siberia, for if a convict is suspected of hay- 
ing further political schemes it destroys his 
hope of a pardon. 

Many of the convicts, as I have sald, 
desperate men. Here is a story of the revenge 
some of them took upon a Siberian who had 
murdered one of theirnumber. This Siberian 
was one of the Mongolian race called Bratski, 
and he had a farm about 200 versts from Ner- 
chinsk. Itlayinthe way by which convicts

FLUODS IN BIVERS. 


The Cutting Down of Forests Increases the 
Danger. 


From the Overland Monthly. 

It has been noticed that the mountain rivers 
of the highest latitudes are especially liable 
to inundation; but thereis no doubt that the 
destructiveness of such floods is enormously 
increased by the disappearance of arboreal 
vegetation. In the densely wooded uplands 
of Eastern South America the rainy 


season hardly discoiors the wa- 
ters of the hill rivers — the network 
of roots and moss acting asa filter in absorb- 
ing the surulus of moisture and retaining its 
impurities. The sediment of our swollen 
streams mostly comes from treeleas mountain 
slopes and there is abundant evidence that 
many of the worst flood rivers of the Eastern 
continent were once noted for the placid reg- 
ularity of their current, like the River Po (the 
ancient Padanus), which now threatens its 
lower valley with a yearly deluge. The Em- 
eror Julian, who passed several years in 
jorthern Gaul, mentions that the depth of the 
Seine varied only a few feet and 
seemed almost unaffected by any but 
the most violent rains. The difference of 
minimum and maximuin water marks of the 
same river now amounts to more than forty 
feet. The horrors of the Johnstown disaster 
have more than once been paralleled in the 
valley of the Ardethe, not more than a 
hundred years ago one of the most productive 
regions of Southern France, but now aimost 
worthless for agricultural urposes on 
account of the frequency of devastating 
floods. In 1846 the waters of that little 
higbland stream rose to sixty feet in a 
few hours and some women who were 
busy washing at the brink of the lower 
river had no time to save their linen and bare- 
ly escaped with their lives, though they fled 
instantly on hearing the roar of the approach- 
ing torrent. Whenever that torrent descend- 
ed in the night the defile of the Pont d Arc was 
choked with corpses and debris, and the 
geologist Defontaine estimates that on two 
different occasions the Ardethe discharged 
more water than the river Nile does at the end 


of the rainy season. The floods of the 
Adige in northern Austria, and of 
the Maritza in the eastern Balkans, 
have almost depopulated certain 


districts of their lower valleys, but the worst 
flood river on earth is the Yang-tse-Kiang, 
„the curse of China, as it has justly been 
called. The loss of life during its last inunda- 
tion has been moderately estimated at 750,000 
—even after deducting several hundred 
thousand victims of the subsequent famine 
and the thousands slain by marauders and 
hunger-crazed cannibals. There is no doubt 
but ite foods have done to the Chinese nation 
more harm than all their wars, rebellions and 
epidemics put together. 


SAW ONCE OR SIX TIMES. 


Why a Cheap Pencil Half Used Up is Often 
of No Good Thereafter. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

‘*Why is it?’’ asked the scribe, as he looked 
timidly over the desk side at the big manu- 
facturer, ‘‘when you first begin to sharpen a 
lead pencil that the leaa is so good and sharp- 
ens so nicely, and as you get nearer the other 
end, orthe rubber or metal tip, the lead gets 
worse and worse?’’ 

vou only find the phenomenon in an or- 
dinary grade, notin the best pencils,’’ an- 
swered the big manufacturer, much more 
suavely than the scribe had expected he 
would. To find out why it is let us see 
just how lead pencils are made. The wood of 
a pencil, you know, is cedar; the lead, as it Is 
called, graphite. Whitewood is sometimes 
used, but only for inferior grades. In general 
the quality of the wood can be determined 
very largely by its color. The redder, the 
better quality; the more yellow, the poorer. 
Our wood comes to us all from Florida—in 
slabs, each exactiy a pencii’s length and of 
six pencils’ width. A machine makes six 
lengthwise grooves in each of the slabs, and 


in these grooves is the graphite laid. 
On the grooved and grapbited slab 
is glued another grooved slab, 80 


closely that the line of joining nannot be seen. 
Now comes inthe answer to your question. 
This combination of graphite and board must 
be cut into six pencil shapes. It can be done 
all at once or in six separate cuttings. Mark 
the difference. If the machine of six saw 
biades is used, just after the middle is passed 
the tendency is for the part already out to 
spring and bend to either side. Parts of the 
wood below are, in consequence, tightly com- 

ressed, and the graphite within softened or 

roken. With the single saw blade ali this is 
avoided. Of course, using the single saw 
blade, the cost is much increased. And so in 
the high-priced pencil is the lead the same all 
the way through. 

“The shaping of the pencil, tue making it 
round or hexagonal, ts dune at the same time 
the slabs are sawed into theif parts. The 
better grades of pencils then go through an 
immense amount of omocthing ane finishing. 
The varnish is then put on, the penell being 
forced by machinery through fixed brushes 
wet with it. —— particu process is re- 

eated several times.

A PRETTY MOUTH. 


How Months Are Spoiled—Care of Teeth 
and Gums, 


From Harper’s Bazar. 

Being the most expressive featurg of the 
face, the mouth has much to do with produc- 
ing the effect of beauty or its opposite. While 
a large mouth gives an impression of coarse 
ness, particularly in a woman, too small a one 
is almost equally objectionable, and has been 
not inaptly compared to a buttonbole, 

Cupid’s bow is the standard pattern fora 
perfect month, which has clearly defined 
edges, while the under lip is short and full, as 
if, to quote the old poet, 

„Some bee had stung it newly.“ 


The color should be a vivid red, with no need 
of biting the lips to give them a look of glow- 
a fresbness. 

here are few things so charming as & 
lovely month, and few so rarely seen. 
There will be fine eyes and beant- 
ful hair in profusion, but a _ perfect 
mouth is hard to find. It is not a feat- 
ure that enguges the attention of unrefined or 
uncultivated people, who are invariably at- 
tracted by bright eyes and a showy complex- 
ion, dut to the reader of human nature, the 
mouth is an interesting study. 

Thus, thin straight lips indicate bad temper, 
while those that are too full prociaim a sensu- 
al nature; a mouth with blunt corners is 
charmingly expressive; corners that turn up- 
ward belong to a merry disposition, while those 
that droop downward denote a hard, cruel 
nature. Dimples at the corners of the mouth 
givealook of great sweetness, and the soft 
flexible curves of the upper lip are also very 
expressive. When these curves are sharply 
defined, and the space between them and the 
nose is very short, it gives character to the 
proile. 

A habit of sucking and biting the lips is 
ruinous to their shape, and Mme. de Pompa- 
dour confesses that her very pretty mouth 
was spoiled in this way before she was 30. 
Children’s mouths are often stretched out of 

roportion by their propensity from babyhooa 

or stuffing all sorts of miscellaneous articles 
into this convenient receptacie. 

Biting the lips frequently makes them sore, 
and for hard, dry lips a littie pure glycerine, 
lightly rubbed on at night, is often beneficial. 
A barmiess application for the same purpose 
is made of a quarter of an ounce of white wax, 
with one teaspoonful each of giycerine and 
mutton suet, The wax and suet are melted 
separately, and then the whole mass is well 
wixed and turned into a mold to cool. 

Some persons are greatly troubied with 
chapped lips—for which the above recipe will 
be found beneficial—and a chapped, dry-look- 
ing mouth ts anything but attractive. Mungo 
Park, during his much quoted traveis in 
Africa, was the subject of frequent criticisms 
among the negro belles, and among the de- 
cisions at which they arrived was the impossi.- 
bility of finding a woman anywhere who would 
be willing to kiss such a thin, shriveled mouth 
as bis, from the African standpoint. 

A man’s mouth should be large rather than 
smal), asthe latter characteristic gives a con- 
tracted and effeminate look to the whole face, 
and it is expressive of an entire lack of manly 
qualities. Any mouth to be fully satisfactory 
requires a reasonable amount of room; and 
the ‘‘pertect rosebud of a mouth,’’ which the 
writers of a pust generation were fond of be- 
stowing on their heroines, Was appropriate 
only for a child. 

Making faces“ and excessive siniling are 
both injurious to the shape of the mouth, and 
the former, which seems as natural a propen- 
sity of cbildhood as stuffing things into the 
mouth, requires constant watchfulness. This 
ugly habit sometimes ciings for life, and it 
seems impossible for the victim to talk with- 
out grimacing. Superfluous smiling is almost 
equally unpleasant, and to be, as it were, on 
the verge of smiling, without really doing it, 
is more attractive and dignified. When smiles 
are too profuse they lose their value, like 
other things, but the charm of a — gy 
sweet smile, when not too often repeated, is 
quite irresistible. 

Lessons in the art of smiling have been re- 
corded of ancicnt times, and as an elegant ac- 
complishment the art of smiling gracefully in 
— the right degree deserves consideration. 

any persons open the mouth too widely, and 
the process recommended by a writer on 
beauty is a sweet and gentle smNe, where 
the mouth hardly opens, the cheek dimples 
alightiy. and the lower lip just conceals the 
ends of the upper teeth.’’ 

A mouth haif open—the rustic’s look cf won- 
der—gives a vacant expression to the face, and 
produces the unpleasant result of a dark line at 
the base ot the teeth. Thisis very disfiguring, 
and it always suggests a lack of personal clean- 
liness. A very important part of the mouth 
now comes into view, andono on which the 
beauty of its smile depends. It makes all the 
difference in the world whether the parted 
lips disclose two pearly rows of teeth or gold 
fillings and discoloration. Good teeth will 
make an ordinary mouth attractive, but fresh, 
wholesome-looking gums must be included. 

These need brushing as much as the teeth, 
and tooth powders are bad for both. Those 
which are put up so attractively in tasteful 
boxes, and represanted ag ‘‘infallible for 
whitening and preserving the teeth,’’ usually 
contain powerlul acids or gritty substances, 
both of which are sure to injure the delicate 
enamel. Rubbing the teeth and gums with a 
piece of lemon, although often recommended 
tor whitening the teeth and giving firmness to 
+ ay is as destructive as the use of other 
acids. 

A ripe strawberry crushed around the teeth 
before retiring, and lett there until morning, 
is said to give alustrous hue to the enamel 
andarich, fruity aroma to the breath, but 
there is the same objection to the acid. 

A bad breath is certainlyyrepulsive, and very 
properly so, not only because it is so unpleas- 
antin itself, but because it can always be 
remedied with proper care. If it proceeds 
from decayed teeth a dentist should be eon 
suited; if from a disordered stomach it ig a 
case for tae physician. Two drachms of 
chiorate of potash mixed with six ounces of 
rose water will make a purifying wash to 
Tinse the mouth with every few hours. 

Charcoal is a great sweetener of the breath, 
and besides this it ‘‘strengthens and whitens 
the teeth, removes the tartar, prevents tooth- 
ache and gives the gums and lips an attractive 
red color. About as much as can be piaced 
onthe polat of a knife should be rubbed 
gentiy into the interstices of the teeth on go- 
ing to bed, to be rinsed out thoroughly in the 
ae ys 

The objection to charcoal is its grittiness, 
and it must be reduced as nearly as possibile 
to an impalpable powder. Its purifying quali- 
ties are in valuable, and, it is said, If taken 
inwardly, it will cure indigestion.

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THE MONEY MARKET. 


Secretary Windom on the Alleged Stringency 
in New York. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DispraTcn. ‘6 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Windom is not troubled by the 
published reports that the reserve in the New 
York banks is getting dangerously low and 
that there are indications of a stringency in 
the money market, which may call for some 
action by the Treasury Department. The Sec- 
retary said yesterday that he could see no evi- 


dence of money being tight from the fact that 
while the Department offered to buy bonds at 
a liberal figure the offers were not numer- 
ous. 

If money was in demand.“ he continued, 
**bonds would not be held back as they now 
are. The price we have established is a lib- 
ernl one, and on the 4 per cent bonds the 
holders are only getting about 2 per cent, 
while on the four and a halfs the interest is only 
a trifle over Iz, but there is no great alacrity 
shown by the holders of these bonds to sell 
them tothe Government and convert them 
Into cash. It is true that the people who hold 
bonds are not the people who want money, but 
what can I do? edare not go to work and 
offer a pricefar in excess of their value so as 
to induce people to sell their bonds tothe 
Government, the — which we are now pay- 
ing being all that they are worth. 

r. Windom picked up the daily report 
made bythe Treasurer of the United States, 
showing the disposition of the public funds, 
and, after glancing at the figures, continued: 

„The surplus now amounts, in round fig- 
ures, to $59,000,000, of which, according to 
this report, $45,000,000, including the current 
balances, is in the hands of the banks and 
$14,000,000 is in tne Treasury. The money in 
the banks is about the same as when Mr. Fair- 
child was Secretary of the Treasury. It has 
been reduced somewhat, but not very much, 
as I wanted to be conservative and did not 
care to do anything which might disturb 
trade. It is true this amount might be in- 
creased, but I do not believe in the pian, and 
should not care to increase the amount with- 
out the action of Congress. So you see the 
great bulk of the surplus is in the hands of the 
banks to be used by the people, and the Treas- 
ury could not do very much more unless au- 
thorized by Congress. 

‘*Will you Increase the purchase of silver?“ 
Mr. Windom was asked. 

. No, was his reply, in a very emphatic 
one. 

‘*I see no indications of a stringent money 
market,’’ the Secretary added, ‘‘and the re- 
ports which reach medo not show that itis 
— 1 feared. Since I have been in the 

reasury Department I can safely say that 
I have not received a halfdozen appeuls for 
money or requests that the department would 
liberate money. I have not heard that the 
New York banks were losing money, and the 
general impression conveyed to me has been 
that money was plentiful.’’

CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY. 


An Appeal for Funds to Carry on the Work 
of Charity. 


The Children’s Aid Society has made its an- 
nual appeal for money to carry out the work 
of the society and help the unfortunate little 
ones who need assistance during the hot 
summer months. The society includes the 
Fresh Air Mission, Children’s Country Week, 
Children’s Saacitarium and Homeless Child- 
ren’s Branch. The object and work of the 
Fresh Air Mission is well known. The 
Country Week aims to find families where one 


or two of the poor children of the city will be 
received and entertained for a week or two 
free of charge. Last summer 808 were sent out 
in this way. The Sanitarium furnishes a free 
home for mothers with sick children at the old 
mansion in O’ Falion Park. Thirty mothers and 
forty shildren were cared for last summer. The 
Homeless Children’s Branch undertakes to find 
permanent homes for abandoned children and 
orphans. It succeeded in providing homes 
for fifteen children during the past year. The 
work of these four associations requires $3,500.
